Hitherto  the 
association  has  supplied  an  extra  Nurse  to  the  District  of 
Connel  and  Taynuilt”  during  the  winter  months  when  there 
'as  more  illness,  this  Nurse  giving  special  service  to  Bonawe, 
Ut  it  was  recognised  that  the  services  of  a Nurse  during  the 
hole  year  were  necessary  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  this  part 
f the  County,  and  the  matter  has  now  been  happily  arranged. 
Inch  gratitude  is  due  to  all  the  generous  friends  to  the  cause  of 
Ifursing  of  the  poor  in  Argyll  who  have  assisted  so  well  the 
r°gress  of  the  work,  and  to  all  the  kind  helpers  who  have 
EV°ted  so  much  time  and  thought  to  the  accomplishment  of  it. 


This  being  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  it  is  pleasant  to  | 
able  to  state  that  the  Argyll  Nursing  Association  now  includ 
28  highly  trained  Queen’s  Nurses  in  its  organisation,  and  vf

The  Income  for  1913  amounted  to  £1939  8s  6d,  being  an  in- 
. crease  of  £30  6s  9d  over  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  Income,  £1 561 
ys  3d  consisted  of  Annual  Subscriptions  and  Donations,  and  ^378 
is  id  of  Interest  on  Investments. 

The  Expenditure  amounted  to  £1872  7s  id,  being  an  increase 
of  £70  6s  6d  over  the  preceding  year.  Of  the  Expenditure,  ,£1794 
19s  was  applied  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Association  s 
Nurses,  and  £77  8s  id  in  working  expenses. 

Details  of  the  Income  will  be  found  in  the  succeeding  pages, 
while  details  of  the  Expenditure  and  the  particulars  of  the  Capital 
Account — which  has  risen  during  the  year  by  £67  is  5d,  and  now 
amounts  to  £1 1,527  6s  2d — will  be  found  ori  pages  46  and  47. 

While  the  Income  shews  a satisfactory  advance,  the  Expendi- 
ture advances  at  a still  greater  rate.  This  will  continue  to  be  the 
case  to  a greater  degree  in  the  future.  The  Treasurer,  therefore, 
would  urge  that  a more  thorough  collection  be  made  in  certain 
Districts  which  have  shewn  a tendency  to  give  lessened  support. 
In  some  places  where  the  Expenditure  is  considerable  no  remit- 
tance is  sent  forward  till  towards  the  close  of  the  year.  If  for  any 
reason  the  general  collection  must  be  so  delayed,  the  Honorary 
Secretary  should  endeavour  to  get  in  the  larger  subscriptions  and 
remit  these  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  so  as  to 
enable  him  to  make  the  necessary  payments. 

The  Treasurer  is  compelled  to  direct  the  attention  of  Com- 
mittees and  Honorary  Secretaries  to  the  amount  charged  in  some 
Districts  for  Nurse’s  lodgings.  In  some  of  the  scattered  and  poorer 
Districts  the  charge  is  highest.  Is  it  too  much  to  expect  that,  if 
a Nurse’s  services  are  desired  and  are  appreciated,  provision  should 
be  made  on  reasonable  terms  for  her  accommodation  and  comfort?
